Mmunition an feveral Pieces of Cannon 
have been fent from Cadiz to the Camp 
before Gibraltar. The 17th inftant the 
Baron de Pointis arriv’d here from Ca- 
diz, and the day 

‘the King. The Marfhal de Tele is expec 
, to give his Catholick Majefty 
an Account of the Condition of the Troops that 
are quarter'd in Caftile. Don Scipio Brancaccio,Go- 
vernour of Cadiz, being unable to do Military Ser- 
vice by Reafon of his continual ill State of Health, 
and having defir’d Leave'to lay down that Govern- 
ment, it is given to Don Melchior d Ayellanada, for- 
merly Governour of Ceuta. The Difficulties that 
have hitherto occurr’d in the Siege of Gibraltar, both 
by the Rains that have fallen, almoft without Inter- 


- miffion; and by the Succours the Enemy have put 


into the Place by Sea, do not hinder the Befiegers 
carrying it on with the fame Vigour as at firft. The 
ioth of this Month, the new Parallel Line was 
run out 40 Paces; the rith it was perfected, and 
the Damage done to fome Works by the Enemy's 
Artillery, fhe Fire of which had been doubled for 
fome days,) was repair'd. The 12th and 13th the 
Parallel Line was run out further, and other Works 
were continued for fecuring the Trenches. The 
Miners had advanc'd about 25 Fathom, but the 
Springs of Water: they meet with retard their 
Progrefs. An Irith Deferter reported, that the Be- 
fieged had 60 Men kill’d in the Sally they made the 
6th, and a greater Number wounded : and that they 
loft many Men deily ring principally incommoded by 
the Stones caft into the Place out of Mortars. The 
laft Advices lefc them working to raife a Battery of 
3 Guns on the Ruins of the Gate. 
From the Leiden Gazette, .dated Feb, 12. 

From the Camp before Gibraltar, Jan.16. The 12th 
of this Month, we perfected the new Battery men- 
tion’d in our former ; And threw into the Town a 
great Number of Bombs and Stones from out the 
Mortars we had plac’d on that Battery. That day 
the 2 Englith Frigates that lay at Anchor behind the 
Mole, weigh’d and ftood out of the Bay towards the 
Ocean. A great Number of Fafcines was brought 
to the Camp: And the Night following our laft Pa- 
rallel Line was run out 30 Paces. The 13th the Be- 
fieged made a great Fire all day from their Cannon 
and Mufquets, kill’d 16 of our Men, and wounded 
34, mott of them dangeroufly. The 14th 350 Mules, 
loaded with Cannon-Balls and Powder, arriv’d in the 
Camp: Our Works were advanced confiderably that 
day: We had 12 Men kill’d and 16 wounded. The 
15th Advice was brought by an Exprefs, that the 
Reinforcements we expect from Ciudad Rodrigo 
and Parts adjacent, had pafs'd the Guadalquivir and 
were advanc’d to los Molaros. We had 13 Men kill d 
that day and 16 wounded. Laft Night Don Boni- 
facio Manriquez Lieutenant General, and the Count 
de Pinto Brigadier, commanded in the Trenches ; 
And notwithftanding the inceffant Fire from the 
Place, our Approaches are fo far advanc’d, that we 
have Ground to hope we fhall in 2 or 3 days be at 
the Foot of the Glacis of the Counterfcarp. An Irith 
Sergeant who deferred the Enemy and came over to 
us in the Night, having been examin’d reports, that 
the Befieged had aconfiderable Number of Men 
iqll'd or wounded in the laft Sallies they made.upon 
us; that they loft a great many Men daily by our 


Cannon, and by the Bombs and Stones thrown into 
the Place ; that however, they rais’d a {mall Battery 
of 3 Guns, the day before, on the Ruins of the Gate 
of the Town which our Artillery had beaten down, 
to endeavour to ruingour Battery of Mortars; And 
thar the Prince of Heffe Darmftad encourag’d his 
Garrifon extreamly, with hopes of a further and 
{peedy Succour from Portugal. To day, the 16th, an 
Exprefs brought us Advice, that the Reinforcements 
we expect, will infailibly arrive in our Camp the 
18th. Whereupon the Marquis de Villadarias has 
begun t6 make the neceffary Difpofitions for carrying 
on our Attacks with greacer Vigour immediaiely 
after the Arrival of thofe Reinforcements, This Morn- 
ing a Detachment of 600 Horfe and 1200 Foor, 
march’d towards las Algeziras ; on what Detign is 
yet unknown. The Enemy’s 2 Frigates before men- 
tion’d, return’d today into the Bay ; And we are in 
ow Apprehenfion the Squadron commanded by 
ir John Leake will foon return likewife with fresh 
Succours, 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 13. 
Salamanca, Jan.23. The Marshal de Teffe {er out 
from hence yefterday for Madrid. The Marquis de 
Rivas has fignified, that in a few days he will fur- 
nifh part of the Sums neceffary for raifing Recruits 
and ftoring Magazines; that the Campaign may be 
open’d by the End of March. The Baron de Pointis 
who arriv'd at Madrid the 17th inftanr, is gone back 
from thence to Cadix. He is faid to have reprefented 
to the King, that the Siege of Gibraltar would laft a 
long time ftill, without a Fleet to befiege the Place ar 
the fame time by Sea. The Journal tranimirted from 
the Camp before Gibraltar includes the 18th of this 
Month ; but contains nothing very obfervable, nove 
than that the Befiegers carry on their Works very 
flowly, for want of Ammunition and Arcillery fuffi- 
one The Marquis de Thouy was arriv’d in that 
na: rom the Leiden Gazerte, dated Feb. 12. 
* Madrid, Jan.25. The Marthal de Teffe, baving 
view’d the Condition of all our Places of Strength on 
the Frontier of Portugal, and of the Troops garrifon’d 
in them, arriv’d here to day from Salamanca ; and 
going directly to the Palace, had Admittance imme- 
diately to the King, before whom he laid an Ample

thofe Places and Troops, and befought his Majefty 
to apply a {ppedy ‘Remedy, principally by iffuing pro- 
per Orders’for recruiting the Spanifh Foot which are 
extreamly diminifh’d, and eftablifhing Magazines ne- 
ceffary for the Subfiftance of the Troops, without 
which it would be impoffible to take the Field againft 
Portugal fo foon ashad been projected. The Siege 
of Gibraltar drags on: There are private Letters 
from the Camp before that Place, that contradict 
much of the publick News. To give one Inftance, 
they affure us,that the Reinforcements they expected 
would not arrive there till the 28th of this Month. 
From the Paris Gazette, dared Feb. 7. . 

From the Camp before Verue, Jan. 20. The Rain,the 
Snow, and the Thaw that follow’d, have retarded our 
Works;fuch an abundance of Snow efpecially has fallen; 
that the Befiegers and Befieged have been equally o- 
blig’d to forbear firing: The King’s Troops have born 
this terrible Weather with extraordinary Refolution 
and Patience ; and are at prefent employ’d in repair- 
ing the Damage donc by it tothe Trenches and Bat- 
terics, The Count d'Eftain is gone with the greateft 
part of the Horfe, § Batrallions, and 12 Companies of 
Grenadiers (thcfe of the 8 Batta!lions being ineluded,) 
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to Gaff>, on the Right fide of the Po, to fabfift the 
Trooy al the Expence of the Enemy. That 
Place between Chivazzo and Turin, from 
the -» of which it is but 3 Leagues diftant 5 and 
the . J _ ount has difpos’d his Men into 5 good Quar- 
ters. uring the March, the Garrifon of Cafal-Bor- 
gon, the Enemy’s Huffars, and fome of their Militia, 
attack’d the Rearguard compos'd of 250 Grenadiers 
and Fufileers and 50 Horfe, commanded by the Count 
d’Angennes, who repuls’d them every Charge they 
made, yet had but 12 Men kill’d or wounded. The 
Sieur Firz, who commands the King’s Huffars, has 
made an Excurfion up to the very Gates of Turin, 
whence he carry’d off a great Booty, and fome Pri- 
foners, among them the Major of the Regiment of 
Tana. This Excurfionhas fo terrified the Inhabitants 
of Turin, that the Duke of Savoy has been oblig’d to 
fend fome Troops that way. 
From the Paris Letter, dated Feb. 9. _ 

Pars, Feb. 9. The Duke de Ia Feuillade fets out 
Poft from hence to day for Savoy ; whence ’tis ad- 
vis'd that the Troops which are in that Dutchy and 
in Dauphine, are on their March to pafs Mount Cenis. 
*Tis defign’d thefe Troops fhall make a Diverfion, to 
oblige the Duke of Savoy to quit his Camp of Cref- 
centino. The laft Letters from the Camp before Ve- 
rue inform us, the Duke of Vendome, that he may 
lofe no Men by the Enemy's Mines, had refolv’d to 
cut off the Communication of Verue with the Camp 
at Crefcentirio ; and that in order thereto 2 Batteries 
were begun to be rais’d, one of 6 Guns the other of 
14, to batter the Bridge on the Po and the Intrench- 
ment that covers it; they were to be finifh’d the 29th 
or the 30th of laft Month, and to fecure them Men 
were fet to work to make a Line of 200 Fathom in 
Length. By this Means the Duke of Vendome hopes 
to carry this important Place very quickly ; and even 
to make the Garrifon, both of the Town and Caftle, 
Prifoners of War. Letters from Mantua of the 26th 
of January confirm, that 120 Germans who fallied 
out of Mirandola to cut Wood for Fuel and get freth 
Provifions, were furrounded by a Party of our Mea 
employ’d in that Blockade, againft whom they de- 
fended themfelves in a Houfe ; but after i9 of them 
were kill’d the reft yielded themfelves Prifoners of 
War. Our Nava! Preparations are carried on vigor- 
oufly in the feveral Ports ; and ‘tis confidently given 
out that before the End of March, all our Troops will 
be remounted and recruited. pel

Verfailles, Feb. 6. The 1 ft of this Month, the King 
made the Marfhals de Ccoeuvres, de Villars, de Cha- 
milly, de Chafteaurenaud, de Vauban, de Rofen, and 
de Montrevel, Kiights of the Order of St. Michael : 
The Marfhal d'Harcourt being indifpos’d, was not 
Koighted. The 2d being the Feaft of the Purifi- 
cation of the Virgin, the King held a Chapter of 
the Order of the Holy Ghoft ; and being preceeded 
by the Officers and the Knights, and follow’d by the 
Prelates Commandeurs, the Knights Elec& walking 
firft according to their Rank, repair'd to the Chappel, 
and.affifted at the Benediction of the Wax Candles 
and at the Proceffion. This dorie,his Majefty heard Mafs 
fung to Mufick,the Abbot d’Eftrees, Prelare-Comman- 
deur officiating ; at the End of which,the K, gave the 
Collar of the Order to the Marfhal de Coeuvres, who 
was led up to his Majefty’s Throne bv the Dukes de 
Ja Tremoille and de Chevicufe ; to the Marthals de 
Villars, de Chamilly, and de Chafteaurenand; led up 
by the Marquis d’Effiat and the Count de Solre: And 
tothe Marfhals de Vauban, de Rofen, and de Mont- 
revel, led up by the Marquis d’Eftampes and the Mar- 
quis de Puyfieulx. After this Ceremony, the Knights, 
each in his Rank, recondudtcd the King into his A- 
partment. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette,&c. dated Feb.13. 

Part, Feb. 6. The 1ft of this Month a Courier ar- 
riv'd from Spain ; bur the Contents of his Difpatches 
were not made publick : Some private Letters from 
Madrid faid it was begun to be talk’d ar that Court 
that the Siege of Gibraltar would be difcontinued till 
the Spring: The fame Letters added, that the Spanith 
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keep together better; and that the French want a- 
bundance of Recruits. Laft Night another Couriet 
from Spain artiv'd, who reports on the contrary, that 


the Court of Madrid is refoly’d to profecute the Siege 


of Gibraltar, coft what it will; and that Monfieur de 
Pointis is to fail from Cadix with his Squadron,to fa- 
vour by Sea the Attacks to be made by Land by the 
Reinforcements that were to arrive in the Camp be- 
fére the Place, the end of laft Month. The 3d of 
this Month the Marhhal de Villars took leave of the 
King ; and fer out for Metz, where he propos’d to 
arrive the 6th, in order to vifit the Pofts on the Ma- 
felle, and take a Review of the Troops quarter’d in 
thofe Parts. *Tis reported he has obtain’d of the King 
that almoftall the Troops of the Houfehold fhall ferve 
under him this.Campaign ; and that. he has befides 
defir'd he may choofe 8 good. Leaders of Parties for 
his Army, fit to be detach’d on any Enterprize, as he 
fhall find occafion, We have not beentold the Names 
yet of all the General Officers that are to ferve under 
him, or in the other Armies, tho’ they are all already 
nominated, The King has fent Orders into the Pro. 
vince of Champagne, for 8000 Men of the Militia to 
be fet to work upon a Line, (which is to be fortified 
with Redoubts at proper Diftances and Pallifadoes,) 
between Moufon and Verdun; and Monfieur Ber- 
nard a noted Ingenier, is gone thither to direct and 
forward the Work: Orders are likewife given on the 
Frontiers for firing Beacons and ringing out Alarm- 
Bells, to give notice to the Peafants, if che Enemy’s 
Parties fhould atrempt to make Inroads and raife Con- 
tributions. The Ceremony of the Inftallation of the 
new Knights of the Holy Ghoft, was perform’d the 
2d of this Month. The Marthal de Cocuvres. being 
a Grandee of Spain,was led up to the King’s Throne. 
fingle ; the other 6 were led up 3 and 3. were, 
rank’d according to the Date of their Comiiifions of 
Marfhal. The Marfhal de Viltars being a Duke and 
Peer of France, claim’d Precedency of all the reft 5 
but they remonftrating that the Letrers conftituting 
him a Duke not being regifter’d in Parliament, he 
could not be acknowledg’d as fuch; his’ Majefty 
decided in their Favour. There was a, Difpure too 
among the Prelates, about the Abbot d’Eftrees ; for 
ir was urg’d, that he being neither a Cardinal nor a 
Prelate, ought to ftand ; bur the King decided, that 
his Quality of Commandeur of the Order gave him 
a Right to fir. The Marfhal d’Harcourt is to receive 
the Collar of the Order, at Whifontide; Meantime 
the King allows him to wear the biue Ribbon ; and 
he will take Place of the Marthal de Coeuvres, be- 
caufe he was made aGrandce of Spain before him. |
